the worlds end ; and that none may ufutpe orexecutea Miniftery 
inthe Church,but fachas are rightly called by the Chutchjwhet 
of they:-{tand Minifters, and being fo called they otight to give'all 
diligence to fulfill their miniftery, and to be found faithfull; ‘and 
unblameable in all things: And that this miniftery is alike givento 
every.Church of Chrift;with like and equall power, and commif- 
fion to-have and enjoy the fame as God offereth fit'mens and
